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HAVE-a-go hero pensioner John 
Ives told yesterday how he 
fended off two knife-wielding 
burglars who threatened to stab 
his wife. 

The 78-year-old retired postman 
rushed to defend wife June, 77, 
after two men wearing black ski 
masks burst into their Haverhill 
home as they watched Emmerdale 
last Friday night. 

One of the burglars held an eight-inch 
knife to terrified June’s chest while the other 
villain told her to stop screaming or she 
would “get hurt”. 

Courageous John immediately ran to his 
wife’s aid and yanked the knife away before 
the thug threw him across the room. 

But John grabbed a 401b solid oak chair 
from the dinner table and used it to force 
the two burglars out of the front door, in 
Downs Place, like “a lion tamer would 
control wild beasts”. 

Great-grandfather-of-one John, who 
served with the Royal Engineers when he 
was J8, said: “1 looked up and there were a 
couple of blokes dressed in black and 
wearing ski masks at the door. 

“One of them was holding a knife to 
June’s chest so I rushed over and grabbed 
his arm away but he pulled me back across 
the room.

John received minor 
cuts and bruises to his top 
lip in the struggle while 
June escaped unharmed. 

The burglars did not 
take any valuables al¬ 
though one of the men 
stole the handset of the 
Ives’ home telephone. The 
pair ran off towards

Detective Sergeant Ann 
Naylor of Suffolk Police, 
who is investigating the 
incident, has praised 
John’s bravery. 

She said: “This type of 


incident is extremely rare, 
and the couple are being 
supported by police and 
the local community as 
they recover from their 
ordeal.

Incinerator 
plans move 
step closer

CONTROVERSIAL 
plans to burn Suffolk’s 
household waste 
moved a step closer 
when councillors 
signed the contract to 
build a multi-million 
pound incinerator. 

The scheme, opposed by 
Liberal Democrats on 
Suffolk County Council 
and environmental groups, 
has been heralded as an 
alternative to dumping 
waste in landfill sites and a 
step towards making the 
county “greener”. 

But opponents have 
raised fears about poll¬ 
ution and have claimed 
that there is an increased 
risk of cancers, respiratory 
problems and birth defects 
for people living near the 
site for the incinerator at 
Great Blakenham, near 
Ipswich. 

The county council has 
commissioned SITA UK, 
one of the country’s lead¬ 
ing recycling and resource 
management companies, 
to build and run the Ener¬ 
gy from Waste facility - as 
the incinerator is officially 
known.

The council has argued 
that the switch to burning 
rubbish would save £350 
million in landfill costs 
over the 25-year life of the 
contract. 

The incinerator will also 
generate electricity and ash 
left from burning waste 
could be used in road 
building and other 
projects. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, the 
county council’s portfolio 
holder for waste, said: “We 
are committed to recycling 
and composting as much 
waste as possible and are 
delighted that recycling 
rates in the county are 
improving, thanks to the 
efforts of Suffolk residents. 

“However, some waste 


simply can’t be recycled 
and we needed to find the 
best possible solution for 
dealing with this waste.” 

Cllr Chambers, who 
represents Newmarket and 
Red Lodge, said: “The 
signing of this contract 
takes us one step closer to 
that solution and rep¬ 
resents tremendous value 
for money for Suffolk, 
which in the current 
economic climate is very 
good news. 

“SITA UK will pay for the 
£180 million building and 
we’ll get a Government 
grant to help cover the 
running costs over the next 
25 years.” 

A decision on the 
planning application is 
expected by the end of next 
year and if permission is 
granted work will start 
early in 2012 and will be 
finished by December 
2014. 

An Environment Agency 
permit would also be 
needed before the building 
can be used. 

Exhibitions have been 
staged around the county 
to explain more about the 
project. One was being 
staged today in the Corn- 
hill Walk shopping centre 
in Bury St Edmunds.

Cyclist’s plea after 
accident at crossing

A TEENAGE cyclist has 
appealed for help in 
tracing a driver whose car 
ran into her. 

Chloe Drayson, 16, needed an 
operation to pin a broken ankle 
after the collision on the zebra 
crossing at Haverhill’s Cangle 
junction. 

The elderly driver of the black 
Vauxhall Corsa did not get out of 
his car after the collision 
although a woman who said she 
was his daughter gave Chloe a 
drink of water afterwards. 

They later left the scene 
without giving their details. 

Chloe, of Markhams Close, 
Haverhill, has just had the cast 
removed from her ankle but still 
needs crutches to walk. 

She has appealed for the driver 
and other witnesses to come 
forward. The collision happened 
as she was riding across the 
crossing. 

She said: “The traffic had 
stopped on one side so 1 went 
across, but this car hit me.” 

She was helped by the woman 
passenger from the car and other 
younger women from another 
car which had stopped. 

After sitting on the Corn 
Exchange steps for about 10 
minutes she walked home. But 
when her ankle swelled up her 
brother took her to A&E at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. She had 
to go back to the hospital several 
days later for an operation to pin 
the ankle. 

The Castle Manor A-level 
student must return to the 
hospital in about six weeks for a 
check-up. 

At the time of the collision 
Chloe was working for an agency 
packing boxes during the 
summer holiday. She said she 
had lost about £225 in pay 
because of the injury. 

The car driver was a balding 
man aged about 60 to 70. His 
daughter was thought to be in 
her 30s with shoulder-length 
curly hair. 

The driver, or anyone who 
witnessed the collision, which 
happened between 10.45am and 
11.15am on Saturday, August 14,

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Pump paves the way for firm 

near-normal life for Jake

A teenage diabetic 
has spoken 
about coping 
with the disorder since 
the age of 3. 

Jake Hudson, 14, of 
Arrendene Road, Haverhill, 
has been helped to live a 
near-normal life thanks to 
an insulin pump which 
keeps his diabetes in check. 

His mum, Michelle, said 
the family noticed that Jake, 
a student at the town’s 
Samuel Ward Arts and 
Technology College, was 
unwell when he was around 
3 years old. 

She said: “He had stopped 
eating properly, he was 
sleeping all the time and 
drinking huge amounts. We 
started to notice that he had 
lost a lot of weight too. 

“1 was so worried but 
thought it was food 
poisoning and would 
eventually get better. We 
decided after three days 
that we needed to see the 
GP and as soon as he was 
seen, Jake was immediately 
diagnosed with type 1 
diabetes and referred 
straight to a specialist.” 

Mrs Hudson was 37 weeks 
pregnant at the time but 
also had to cope with Jake’s 
condition. 

She said: “It became very 
tricky for us to manage his 
condition at that point. Jake 
was so young, he didn’t 
really understand what was 
happening. The idea of 
having an injection every 
day was absurd to him. We 
had to chase him round the 
house when it came to the 
time for his injection. 

“As Jake got older he tried 
a number of treatments 
including twice-daily 
injections, multiple daily 
injections and insulin 
pumps. His insulin needs 
have always been quite 
minimal, which meant 
hypoglycaemia was always 
difficult to detect. 

“He was put on an insulin 
pump five years ago and 
since then, it revolutionised 
how his diabetes was

managed. His most recent 
pump was the Paradigm 
Veo, which has been the 
most easy to control. 1 didn’t 
have to constantly feed him 
and we soon began to relax 
more.” 

Jake said: “At first it was 
difficult to manage as 1 had 
to be injected with insulin 
for so long, after that 1 had 
an injection pen which 1 had 
to use every time 1 ate. 

“Five years ago 1 was put 
on insulin pumps and since 
then, 1 forget they are even 
there. When 1 was on the 
Paradigm Veo insulin pump 
the sensor would detect my 
glucose levels so there’d be 
no need to adjust it myself. 


The fitting didn’t take too 
much time either and when 
I’m wearing it 1 feel 
confident. 

“When 1 was five, my 
school wouldn’t monitor my 
glucose levels for me, which 
meant 1 had to change 
schools. 1 missed my friends 
but it turned out for the 
better as 1 was looked after 


really well there. 

“Since then. I’ve moved 
up to senior school and 
some of the kids wanted to 
know more about my 
insulin pump which made it 
hard for me to forget it was 
there. I’ve made some good 
friends now and 1 don’t hear 
any more about it which is 
great.”

Jump in number of 
vehicle plates thefts 


THE theft of vehicle number 
plates has jumped - as 
criminals use them to avoid 
parking charges or commit 
serious crime. 

Cambridgeshire police have 
issued a warning to motorists 
after thefts of registration plates 
in the county shot up by 26 per 
cent in the last two years. 

In 2008-9, 303 number plates 
were stolen but that number 
leapt to 383 in 2009-10, figures 
released under the Freedom of 
Information Act reveal. 

The plates can be used for 
“bilking”, which is also on the 
increase, where thieves fill up at 
fuel pumps before making off 


without paying. Registration 
plates are also used to avoid the 
London congestion charge, 
according to police. 

But officers say the plates can 
be used to carry out more ser¬ 
ious crime including robbery. 
Offences committed using 
stolen plates also include 
speeding and disguising a 
stolen vehicle. 

Police urged motorists to 
report stolen number plates as 
soon as possible so they can be 
put into the force’s automatic 
number plate recognition 
(ANPR) database. To report 
stolen number plates, call 
police on 0345 456 4564.

UNION bosses want “greedy” 
NHS executives to donate their 
salary rises of up to 24 per cent to 
patient care. 

Executive directors at Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough NHS Eoundation Trust 
enjoyed double-figure increases last year, 
according to its annual report. 

Chief executive Karen Bell’s pay rose by 
£18,311 - up 11.9 per cent - in 2009-10 to 
£171,923. Einance director fenny Raine’s 
salary rose by £20,905 to £127,744, up 19.5 
per cent, and six trust directors earn 
£100,000 or more. 

The Cambridge health branch of 
Unison said staff were “appalled by the 
greed” of executives of the trust, especially 
as it must make cuts of £20 million to 
services over the next three years. 

In a statement, the Unison branch, 
chaired by Martin Booth, said: “The 


excessive pay rises awarded to trust exec¬ 
utives have angered staff who are 
demanding the money be donated to 
patient care. 

“The trust has to make at least £20 
million in cuts to its services. There have 
already been cuts in the number of 
hospital beds, closure of day services and a 
reduction in community staff. 

“Despite such desperate financial straits 
trust board members, including Karen 
Bell, have been awarded increases to their 
siK-figure salaries of up to 24 per cent.” 

The statement said clinical and admin 
staff had been experiencing pay cuts, 
because pay failed to keep pace with 
inflation, but had not complained because 
they understood the need for restraint. 

It adds: “Staff now feel betrayed and 
appalled by the greed of executives. 

“As a gesture of goodwill and to 


demonstrate solidarity, staff are asking 
that the board donate its total pay rise to 
the patient care budget.” 

A trust spokeswoman said executive 
directors’ pay was set by the trust’s 
remuneration and terms of service 
committee, which is made up of non¬ 
executive directors. 

She said the trust offers salaries 
comparable to other trusts and the pay 
review in April 2009 was the first in four 
years. She added: “We are very dis¬ 
appointed Unison have not raised this 
directly with us, especially as we have a 
planned meeting with them on 
Wednesday.” 

The union said staff morale has “hit a 
new low” but Jenny Raine, acting chief 
executive, said she met staff and found 
“fantastic enthusiasm for our work and 
ambitions”.

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Heart and lungs transplant 
gives Becky new lease of life 


B ecky Conroy 
is a busy girl. 
On top of 
working full-time, 
she has a packed 
social life: among 
other things, the 31- 
year-old favours 
shopping, clubbing 
and hot holidays (a 
trip to Florida with 
friends is on the 
cards). And she is 
also in the throes of 
organising a 
glamorous 
burlesque ball for 
charity. What with 
one thing and 
another, it’s all go. 

Yet this time a year 
ago, Becky was living a 
very different life. 
Struggling for every 
breath - and plagued by 
a cough so severe it 
made her physically sick 
- she was literally a 
shadow of her current 
self: a painfully thin size 
4, she weighed less than 
six stone. Weak and 
perpetually exhausted, it 
was a battle simply to get 
off the sofa. “1 was asleep 
most of the time,” 
remembers Becky. “1 
managed to drag myself 
into work, but that was 
all; quite often. I’d come 
home and go straight to

“Looking back, it’s just 
amazing how much 
things have changed. 
Nowadays 1 do 
everything: 1 can go 
shopping, go clubbing, 
even walk my dog. 1 feel 
like I’ve been given a 
whole new lease of life.” 

Having battled cystic 
fibrosis since birth - a 
deadly disease which left 
her lungs clogged, 
scarred and dmost 
useless - Becky was 
given a life-saving 
transplant operation in 
January. Surgeons at 
Papworth Hospital 
actually performed a 
tandem op: Becky was 
given both new heart 
and lungs (lungs 
transplant more 
efficiently with the heart 
alongside), and her 
healthy heart was passed 
on to another patient - a 
15-year-old boy. 

“I’ve been trying to 
work out what 1 want to 
say to the family of my 
donor,” says Becky. “I’ve 
had this card for months 
but 1 still haven’t written 
it: 1 don’t know where to 
start... 1 just want to say 
the biggest thank-you 
possible. It must have 
been very hard for them 
to sign those papers 
when they’d just lost 


someone so close to 
them. But not only did 
they save my life, they 
saved the person who 
was given my heart: it 
was a life-saving - and 
life-changing - 
operation for both of us.” 

Sitting down at the 
dining table with her 
mum. Sue, at the family 
home in Alconbury 
Weston, Becky flicks 
through some old family 
photos: then a blonde 
and bubbly toddler, she 
smiles out of every 
picture. 

“Becky wasn’t 
diagnosed until she was 
coming up for a year 
old,” recounts Sue. “She 
was always getting a 
cough; we were 
constantly going to the 
doctor. 

“Then one day the 
doctor asked me how 
long the coughs had 
been going on... We 
were sent to 
Addenbrooke’s for tests 
and that’s when they 
discovered she had cystic 
fibrosis.” 

Cystic fibrosis (CF for 
short) is caused by a 
single faulty gene that 
controls the movement 
of salt in the body. The 
internal organs become 
choked with thick, sticky 
mucus, resulting in 
infections and 
inflammation which 
make it hard both to 


breathe and digest food. 

For a baby to be born 
with cystic fibrosis, both 
parents must be carriers 
of the faulty CF gene. 
Where both parents 
carry the faulty gene, 
each child has a one in 
four chance of having CF, 
a two in four chance of 
being a carrier and a one 
in four chance of not 
having any CF genes at 
all. 

“My husband John 
and 1 are both carriers,” 
explains Sue. “That’s why 
we decided not to have 
any more children: 
Becky’s an only one. It 
was devastating when 
she was diagnosed. “1 
can’t imaging losing one 
child, let alone losing 
one and knowing my 
second child was going 
to go the same way...” 

Aside from regular 
check-ups, daily physio 
(leaning over a special 
curved mattress and 
being patted firmly on 
the back, to clear the 
build-up of phlegm from 
the lungs) and a 
prescription of creon (a 
mixture of enzymes, 
designed to aid digestion 
in people with 
pancreatic deficiencies: a 
CF patient’s pancreas 
also becomes congested 
with mucus), Becky led a 
pretty normal childhood. 

“1 never thought of 
myself as being any 
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Growing up: Becky had a “pretty normal” 
childhood.

different from my 
friends,” says Becky, who 
lived a full school life, 
even playing sports. “And 
1 certainly rebelled as a 
teenager, just like 
everyone else.” 

By the age of 20, Becky’s 
health had taken a sharp 
downward turn. “She’d 
been a bit naughty,” 
remembers Sue. “She 
wasn’t looking after 
herself properly and 
didn’t always take her 
creon with her meals; she 
wasn’t living at home by 
then, so 1 couldn’t nag her. 
She lost an awful lot of 
weight and started getting 
more and more chest 
infections. The doctors 
gave her a talking to: they 
said if she carried on, 
she’d need a transplant 
sooner rather than later. 

“That was the shock she 
needed - after that she 
did everything she was 
supposed to. But she 
carried on getting chest 
infections. Up until then, 
she’d hardly been in 
hospital at all; by the 
summer of last year, she 
was being admitted every 
few weeks.” 

Becky’s lung function 
plummeted to 30 per 
cent. Describing herself 
Tike an old woman’, she 
was so frail she could 
hardly walk. 

“Growing up with CF 
was pretty scary because 1 
knew 1 was inevitably 
going to end up either 
really ill or dead,” admits 
Becl^, who now lives in 
Peterborough with her 
partner, Stuart Dawks, 
and their Tibetan terrier, 
Tilly. “But 1 never thought 
1 would get so ill that

soon: in my head 1 
thought I’d get to about 30 
and start going downhill 
then...” 

In the October of last 
year, doctors at Papworth 
said it was time to think 
about a transplant. The 
endless infections had 
caused irreparable 
scarring to her lungs. 
“They described it as ‘a 
window of opportunity’,” 
remembers Becky. “But 
they don’t make the 
decision for you: you have 
to decide to go on the 
organ waiting list 
yourself.” 

Becky, who credits 
Stuart, her family and 
friends with providing 
‘incredible support: 1 
couldn’t have done this 
without them’, admits she 
had mixed feelings about 
the surgery “I’m a 
complete wuss when it 
comes to pain and 1 was 
really worried about the 
recovery,” she explains. 

But, after a whole raft of 
tests, Becky joined the 
waiting list. And, a 
remarkably short four 
weeks later, she got the 
call from Papworth - to 
say a donor heart and 
lungs had been found. 

After almost 12 hours 
on the operating table, 
Becky was taken into 
intensive care. “It was 
horrible seeing her all 
covered in tubes,” Sue 
says. “And they kept her 
sedated for ages.” 

“1 love my sleep,” grins 
Becky “So 1 had no 
objections to that.” 

Although she’d just 
been through major 
surgery and was dosed up 
on all manner of drugs, 
Becky says she felt 
healthier from the 
moment she came round. 

“1 was used to having a 
cough 24/7 and all of a 
sudden 1 didn’t need to 
cough. And my breathing 
had always been really 
quick and shallow: 1 
dmost had to learn to 
breathe normally. 1 was 
really happy for myself - 
and really happy at the 
thought my heart had 
helped someone else too.” 

Regulations mean that 
all donors and recipients 


remain anonymous. But 
liaison workers at the 
hospital can pass on 
messages of thanks, 
hence Becky’s 
determination to send a 
card to her donor’s family 

The road to recovery 
was, says Becky, both long 
and winding. She loves 
her job (at a civil 
engineering company in 
Peterborough) and 
continued to work right 
up to her surgery but, in 
the wake of the op, she 
was forced to take five 
months off work. “It was 
driving me mad by the 
end but, when 1 first came 
out of hospital, 1 was so 
weak 1 couldn’t go 
upstairs to bed -1 slept on 
the sofa for weeks. And 1 
had to have everything 
done for me, 1 couldn’t 
even wash myself.” 

But, thanks to her own 
determination, the care of 
others and a veritable 
cocktail of medication, 
Becky is now feeling fitter, 
healthier and happier 
than ever. Back to an ideal 
weight of 8st 71b, she is 
positively glowing. 

Yet Becky knows the 
future is uncertain: 
transplants rarely last 
forever. 

“I’ve been given this 
new lease of life but you 
never know how long 
you’re going to have. 1 
could be dead next year. 
That’s a pretty scary 
thought. We were told that 
heart and lung 
transplants last for six 
years on average and 1 
don’t think you can have 
another one. But 1 know 
one girl whose transplant 
is 10 years old and still 
going strong. All you can 
do is think positive - and 
make the absolute most 
of the time you’ve got.” 

■ Becky is holding a 
fundraising ball - 
complete with dinner, 
dancing, a burlesque 
show and a luxury raffle - 
on Saturday, October 16 at 
the Marriott Hotel in 
Huntingdon. Hoping to 
raise more than £4,000, 
Becky will split the 
proceeds between 
Papworth Hospital and 
the CF Trust.

The big film 


MADE IN DAGENHAM (15) 
112 mins 

THE 1960s were a time of great 
change: America mourned the 
assassination of John F Kennedy, 
the Civil Rights Movement 
gained momentum, and man 
took his first steps on the moon. 
For the 187 women machinists 
employed at Ford's Dagenham 
assembly plant in 1968, it was a 
decade when a single act of 
rebellion changed history. 
Disgusted by their lowly 
standing compared to male 
workers, the women went on 
strike to protest against unequal 
pay and sexual discrimination. 
The subsequent power struggle 
with the board of the plant 
established a precedent for 
women around the world. 

The creative team behind 
Calendar Girls draws inspiration 
from this true story to craft 
another hilarious and 
heartwarming tale of female 
empowerment. 

Blessed with a powerful 
performance from Sally Hawkins 
that should be a prime 
contender for end-of-year 
awards. Made In Dagenham 
dismisses the notion that Essex 
girls only serve a purpose as the 
butt of cheap jokes. 



As the men in Nigel Cole's film 
learn to their cost, it is these 
strong-willed heroines who end 
up smiling. 

Mother of two Rita O'Grady 
(Hawkins) works in the Ford plant 
with good friend Connie 
(Geraldine James), who is a 
union rep alongside Alfred 
Passingham (Bob Hoskins). 

When the management, led by 
Peter Hopkins (Rupert Graves), 
shows preference to the male 
workers, Rita proves that she is 
no pushover, telling Hopkins: 
"Rights not privileges. It's that 
bloody easy, it really is." 

When her words fall on deaf 
ears, Rita risks her marriage to 
plant worker Eddie (Daniel Mays) 
by persuading the women to 
strike and take their grievances 


to Secretary of State for 
Employment, Barbara Castle 
(Miranda Richardson). 

"If this woman gets what she 
wants, we'll have to do this 
around the world," rues 
American executive Robert 
Tooley (Richard Schiff), who 
travels to Dagenham to defuse 
the situation. 

Meanwhile, Rita finds support 
from Hopkins's wife Lisa 
(Rosamund Pike) and fellow 
machinists Brenda (Andrea 
Riseborough) and Andrea (Jaime 
Winstone). 

Made In Dagenham evokes the 
period perfectly with a toe¬ 
tapping soundtrack and groovy 
fashions of the era. 

Hawkins delivers a bravura, 
emotionally wrought 
performance as a woman who 
risks everything for what she 
believes in, telling Ms Castle, 
"We ain't politicians. We're 
working women, and so are 
you!" 

Cole's film is laden with earthy 
humour and has a massive 
emotional kick in the final reel 
that begs favourable 
comparisons with the Oscar- 
winning Norma Rae starring 
Sally Field.

Gourmet veg stand 
the big budget trial 


W HEN you pick up 
your fine beans 
which have been 
flown all the way from 
Kenya, do you eonsider the 
air miles and freshness of 
the produee? 

Similarly, do high prices of 
gourmet veg steer you away from 
items sueh as artiehokes, pattypan 
squash and tender-stem broeeoli? 

With this in mind. Which? 
Gardening, the Consumers’ 
Assoeiation magazine, trialled 22 
expensive-to-buy or unusual 
vegetables whieh will all grow in a 
typieal British summer without 
proteetion and produee reasonable 
yields. 

The veg, planted in the summer 
of2009, were grown in designated 
bloeks, so researehers eould work 
out the value of the erop by the 
square metre, eompared with the 
priee of eaeh vegetable in the 
supermarket. 

Some gourmet erops are so 
unusual that you won’t generally 
find them in the shops - think 
purple earrots, yellow beetroot 
and round eourgettes - and yet it’s 
possible to grow them all 
eeonomieally here. 

Triallists grew the eourgette 
‘Floridor’, whieh bears round 
yellow fruits and should produee

up to 30 round eourgettes a year if 
pieked regularly. They found that 
the eost of buying a standard long 
green eourgette in the shops was 
£1.80 per kg, while the ‘Floridor’ 
yield produeed 8.9kg per square 
metre, worth £16. 

Courgettes should be sown 
indoors in April to May, planted 
out May to June and harvested 
throughout the summer, until 
Oetober. 


Fine beans are expensive as 
they are mostly grown abroad and 
flown in, but in this eountry you 
ean have a summer erop for far 
less money. In the trial, ‘Safari’ - 
a typieal fine dwarf Freneh bean - 
was grown. They are quiek to 
grow, typieally taking 10-12 
weeks from sowing to harvest, and 
produee a lot if you eontinue 
pieking the pods. It’s worth 
making sueeessional sowings so 
you ean harvest the beans through 
summer and autumn. Cost to buy 
in the shops was £8 a kg, while 
the yield in the trial produeed 6kg 
per square metre, worth £48. 

Other veg whieh were worth the 
work ineluded Jerusalem 
artiehoke ‘Fuseau’. You only need 
to plant a eouple of tubers to 
produee a good harvest, but 
remember it’s a perennial and if 
you leave any part of a tuber in the 


ground it will re-grow. The tall 
plants may need support in windy 
gardens. The eost to buy in the 
shops eame to around £5.20 per 
kg, while the triallists’ yield per 
square metre was 14kg, worth 
£72. 

Beetroot, spinaeh, Florenee 
fennel. Kale ‘Cavolo Nero’, an old 
variety, watereress and ‘Banana’ 
shallots, a seed-sown variety 
produeing a single large bulb with 
a very strong flavour, all fared 
well in the trial, produeing 
harvests whieh were mueh more 
eeonomieal than buying the 
produee from supermarkets. 

Only three erops failed to live 
up to expeetations, with 
researehers rating them poor value 
for the spaee they oeeupied. 

Grown in the same way as 
eonventional eauliflowers, 
Romaneseo eauliflower produeed 
very small heads and were only 
marginally eheaper to grow than if 
you bought them in the shops. 

Globe artiehokes and sea kale 
also proved disappointing for the 
spaee they take up, although the 
artiehokes made speetaeular 
ornamental plants.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Physalis (Chinese Lantern) 

These dainty-looking 
perennials, also known as winter 
eherries, are grown mainly for 
their unusual deeorative orange- 
red, lantern-shaped seedheads 
whieh enease the edible fruits and 
appear in the autumn. 

They like to be planted in 
shady, dry areas under trees and 
shrubs where little else will grow, 
rather than in borders where they 
ean spread rapidly and over-run 


neighbouring plants with their 
roots. 

Many gardeners also harvest 
the lanterns for indoor deeoration, 
eutting the fruiting stems as they 
turn to orange and hanging them 
upside down in an airing eupboard 
to dry. 

Popular varieties inelude P. 
alkekengi ‘Franehetii’, while 
named varieties sueh as 
‘Gigantea’, whieh grows to 90em 
(3 ft), and ‘Variegata’, may be 
available from speeialists.

Paris Motor Show is chock fuii of ideas

STUNNING new electric cars get 
the hard sell at this year’s Paris 
Motor Show - but makers are 
also out to prove there’s still lots 
of showroom mileage in models 
that employ the humble internal 
combustion engine. 

With a host of electric vehicles 
at the annual Paris motoring 
extravaganza majoring on 
striking design and innovative 
technology to help kick-start 
sales over the coming months, 
manufacturers are 
demonstrating they still have a 
passion for petrol and diesel 
power. 

Infiniti raised temperatures in 
the luxury cabriolet stakes with 
its 3.7-litre Performance Line G 
Cabrio Concept, which gives full 
rein to the firm’s talent for 
producing fine sporting cars. 

Finished in black with a rich 
red leather interior, the 333bhp G 


Cabrio Concept could make it 
into production, and Infiniti will 
announce any decision after the 
Paris Show closes its doors on 
October 17. 

The premium Japanese 
marque is also expanding on its 
proposed electric vehicle (EV) - 
which will reach the market in 
2013-while in the French 
capital. A sketch of the battery- 
powered Infiniti was recently 
revealed by the firm’s senior 
vice president, Andy Palmer, at 
an event in London. 

Ferrari presented its limited- 
edition 6.0-litre SA Aperta model 
to showgoers, but the exercise 
was largely a waste of time - for 
all 80 models have been sold. 

Ferrari is building the SA 
Apertas to celebrate design 
studio Pininfarina’s 80th 
anniversary. The SA in the car’s 
name pays homage to Sergio 
and Andrea Pininfarina 
- whose company has 
been linked to some of 
the most successful 
cars ever built. 

Ford’s high- 
performance 2.0-litre 
Focus ST took centre 
stage on the Blue 
Oval’s show stand, but 
Britain won’t see the 
car until 2012. 

Vauxhall, meanwhile, 
put the show spotlight 
on its GTC Paris 
concept, for it forms 


the base template for the next- 
generation three-door Astra, if 
industry insider reports are to be 
believed. 

Bridging the gap between EVs 
and the standard-power cars are 
the hybrids, and Flonda has 
pushed the show boat out for its 
Jazz supermini - the world’s 
first B-segment hybrid. 

The 64.2mpg Jazz, which is 
driven by the same 1.3-litre 
petrol-electric combination seen 
in Flonda’s Insight, will be in the 
UK early in 2011. The Jazz 
hybrid’s C02 emissions are a 
remarkably low 104g/km, and 
the firm will reveal the car’s 
prices late this year. 

But, fair enough, the electric 
cars are the real stars in Paris, 
and one of the first to be 
unveiled was Nissan’s Townpod 
concept-designed to slash 


inner-city motoring costs. 

Kia’s stand featured the eye¬ 
catching and unique electric Pop 
concept - for which the firm’s 
European design team was able 
to start with a clean sheet of 
paper. 

The cute and colourful three- 
door Pop must surely reach the 
streets as demand for city EVs 
grows, but Gregory Guillaume, 
Kia Europe’s chief 
designer, was 
perhaps a little over- 
effusive when he 
said that a concept 
car such as the Pop 
could only have 
come from Kia. No, 

Mr Guillaume, it 
could easily have 
come from Citroen, 
king of quirky car 
styling. 


But it was Mini-which has 
just launched its largest-ever 
vehicle, the Countryman - that 
turned up with the show’s 
smallest EV, a Scooter E 
concept. 

The two-wheeler, a typically 
robust BMW build, is perhaps 
the best zero-emissions solution 
of them all for coping with busy 
urban traffic.

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Older cars 
are much 
desired 


INTEREST in older used 
cars is seeing a massive 
rise in Britain, and 
franchised dealers are 
being urged to respond 
to this demand. 

With the second-hand 
motors market still suffering 
from a lack of low mileage, 
quality used car stock, 
warranty provider Mondial 
Assistance says its latest 
figures show a considerable 
shift in the age and mileage 
of cars being sold. 

Mondial’s analysis of its 
2010 January to June 
warranty sales figures reveals 
a 75% growth in the number 
of cars in the 60,000-plus 
mileage bracket being 
covered by an aftercare 
policy, compared to the same 
period in 2008. 

Liz Grindell, Mondial’s UK 
warranty sales manager, 
says: “This new trend offers 
benefits for used car buyers 
and traders alike. Franchised 
dealers stocking older 
vehicles can offer the 
benefits of a ’manufacturer 
approved used’ programme, 
giving the customers a wider 
choice of cars to choose 
from.” 

And this interest in older 
stock means dealers may be 
able to attract a new wave of 
customers who have not 
ventured into a franchised 
showroom before. 

Finally, predicting the best 
second-hand buy, one that 
will be easy to offload when 
vehicle trading-in times 
comes round again, isn’t 
such a difficult process, says 
the editor of Used Car Expert 
magazine. Matt Tumbridge. 

“While no-one has a 
crystal ball that can predict 
future demand for used 
motors, drivers should study 
The Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders’ 
(SMMT) latest new-car 
figures. 

“While those figures are for 
new wheels, the majority of 


Britain’s car buyers are used- 
car buyers.” But Tumbridge 
says, look at the best-sellers 
in the SMMT’s latest figures - 
Ford and Vauxhall, for 
instance, are still top of the 
tree, and have kept rivals out 
of the top four slots so far 
this year. 

Translate that to the 
second-hand sector, says 
Tumbridge, and it means 
that, for years and years to 
come, the cheapest, most in- 
demand motoring will be in 
Ford’s Fiesta or Focus, or 
Vauxhall’s Astra or Corsa. 

“A couple of those models 
depreciate heavily, too, so are 
cheaper to buy. All four are 
cheap to service if only 
because there are more 
garages out there who can do 
the work, which means their 
prices have to be 
competitive,” he adds. 

“Any of the SMMT’s top JO 
sellers will prove a good, 
solid, buy on the second¬ 
hand market, and my only 
advice is to get shot of 
premium buys, like the BMW 
3 Series, before their JOth 
birthday. 

“If you hang on to a car for 
too long, you may will end 
up with an expensive-to- 
repair, high mileage, low- 
value car that no-one wants 
because there are so many to 
choose from on the market,” 
Tumbridge concludes. 

■ A beautifully restored 
Morris Minor post van was 
donated by the Royal Mail for 
auction, with all proceeds 
going to children’s charity 
Barnardo’s. That red J970 
Minor van has now sold, 
exceeding its £5,000 hammer 
estimate to make £8,000 for 
Barnardo’s.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the No1 area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Rovers rally but Betts 
still fumes at Vase KO

HAVERHILL bounced back from their 
disappointing defeat by Leiston in the 
FA Vase to beat Brantham - but they 
had to do it the hard way. 

With thoughts of Saturday's 
controversial exit still in their minds, 
Rovers made a slow start to the game 
and fell behind in the 20th minute 
following a mistake by Marcus Hunt.
